omission. He said his only reason for 
proposing the resolution was to make 
Mire that tlw acts of the legislature 
would be legal. 
The judiciary com­ 
mittee will make an investigation. 
Representative A. S. Van doGraaff 
oí Tuscaloosa offered a resolution de­ 
claring the seat of his colleague, H. 
T, Burks, vacant on the ground that 
Mr. Burks was a member of the board 
of revenue of Tuscaloosa county and 
ret eligible. Ur. V *n deGraaif offer- 
’ t*d the same resolution last year but 
<t was not acted upon. 
Mr. Burks 
is ill at his home in Tuscaloosa county 
and cannot attend. 
Breaking previous records the Senate 
of Alabama, on the first day of the 
1921 special session Tuesday, actually 
worked less than two hours and re­ 
cessed until M o'clock Wednesday af­ 
ternoon, following the introduction of 
leading administration measures. Af­ 
ter being organized the Senators loaf­ 
ed the biggest part of the time, vislt- 
ng 
the 
House of Representatives, 
where u battle was started ovr the 
legality of the chief executive's call 
lor the special session. 
Fewer spectators were in the gal­ 
leries of the' Senafe than appeared 
at the last special session, or the re­ 
gula rsi-ssion, of 1919, although across 
in 
the 
House 
galleries there were 
many visitors. 
The only thing happening in the 
senate to indicate sensational m ulta 
was the introduction of a resolution 
by Senator-R. B. Bvins of Hale coun- 
:y, asking for *>o die adjournment 
of the legislature until vacancies In 
the House can be filled by special 
flections. 
Senator Evins, himself ,a 
constitution*^ lawyer, told the Senate 
ihit it was no*, L i desire to delay 
legislation, to throw any obstacles in 
the way( but that it was his opinion
